INTRODUCTION 

The oldest story here, “City of Despair;” was done for a promotional comic given 
out by Wizard magazine.This was Buffy’s first introduction to the new Angel—who 
now had his own show.Tom Fassbender and Jim Pascoe were the writers I was most 
excited about at the time, and this was just one fun little adventure. 

Some of the most fun we ever had, though, was the Jonathan one-shot. In the 
“Superstar” episode of the show, Jonathan Levinson—the littlest nerd among the 
Big Bads of Season Six—mysteriously became the coolest cat in Sunnydale. To 
demonstrate that coolness, Joss wanted Jonathan to have his own comic in the show, 
so Dark Horse contributed some props, with covers drawn by Jeff Matsuda. Jane 
Espenson, who’d written “Superstar,” offered to continue what she’d started, and 
created an adventure set completely in that reality of Jonathan as superagent. 

Around this time, I also realized my dream of doing a Giles comic. Chris Golden 
and Tom Sniegoski had brought Eric Powell into the fold for a couple issues of 
their Angel series, and I’d become a fan.The Giles one-shot was conceived around 
the idea of building Eric up with a heavily horror-themed issue. Eric’s become one 
of Dark Horse’s biggest stars, with his award-winning series The Goon. 

Soon after, we did a romance-themed one-shot, “Lover’s Walk.” I wanted to 
establish Riley as a character, knowing that his relationship with Buffy was not 
popular with fans. Bringing P. Craig Russell in to ink Cliff Richards here made it 
popular with comics aficionados. I also wanted a Willow and Tara story, treating 
their relationship with the same simple dignity that Joss gave it on the show. Jamie 
Rich teamed with Chynna Clugston, who’d worked on Buffy before. 

The opportunity to delve deeper into their relationship was presented when Chris 
Golden met Amber Benson, who had her own writing ambitions. Chris and Amber have 
worked together a lot since then, including a series of novels called The Ghosts of Albion, 
but “Wannablessedbe,” the first Willow and Tara comic, was their first collaboration. 
We were lucky to get Terry Moore, the creator of the fantastic Strangers in Paradise 
series, to draw the book.To bring a little extra Willow and Tara to the table, Andi 
Watson, the original writer of the Buffy comic, wrote and drew a short tale for the 
short-lived Dark Horse Extra. 

The real Buffy and Angel crossover was a serious undertaking, and drove every¬ 
one nuts. I had the bright idea of doing the four issues across the spread of two 
months of the regular Buffy and Angel monthlies, ignoring the fact that we could 
have sold the hell out of a miniseries called Buffy/Angel, kicking off with a #1. But 
since I didn’t have a regular writer on the Buffy monthly at the time, and this would 
give both Christian Zanier, the artist on Angel, and Cliff, the artist on Buffy, a chance 
to handle both characters, it felt like a nice creative challenge. 

Out of the Woodwork marked the beginning ofTom Fassbender and Jim Pascoe’s run as 
the regular writers on the monthly series, which gave us some of my favorite pre-Season 
Eight stories.We brought Dawn into the comic, and Fassbender and Pascoe’s second arc, 
False Memories, played with the idea that the characters would remember Dawn having 
been there in earlier adventures. I felt I was finally understanding what Joss was doing to 
elevate this genre stuff, so we took that supernatural notion of the false Dawn memories 
and explored the idea in more emotionally real ways for the characters.We re-created 
earlier scenes, giving Dawn significant roles in those scenes, thereby changing the spirit 
of what had happened. Readers have always been a little uncomfortable with the way the 
comic has inserted Dawn into the early years, but for me, not only does it make sense 
that characters would remember her being there, but it allowed us to do something the 
show never could—to go back
